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1. BEGIN SUMMARY. DIRECTOR NORTHERN EUROPEAN AEFAIRS 
EUNSETH BRIEEED REPRESENTATIVES EROM ERENCH, GERMAN AND 
BRITISH EMBASSIES MARCH I ON MINISTER EVENSEN'S CONVERSA- 
TIONS IN WASHINGTON, DRAWING HEAVILY ON REPORTING MESSAGE 
(REF A). END SUMMARY. 

2. FUNSETH REVIEWED EVENSEN'S PRESENTATION ON EUTURE 
NORWEGIAN PLANS FOR FISHERY PROTECTION ZONE AROUND 
SVALBARD AND OBSERVED THAT EVENSEN HAD ALREADY VISITED 
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EUROPEAN CAPITALS TO EXPLAIN NORWEGIAN VIEWS. NORWAY 
IS PROPOSING TRAWLER-FREE ZONES ALONG WEST COAST OE 
SVALBARDAND AROUND BEAR ISLAND. EVENSEN BELIEVES 
THAT UPCOMYNG TALKS IN MOSCOW WOULD ONLY BE PRELIMINARY 
ROUND AND NOT RESULT IN SOVIET AGREEMENT. US HAS NO 
PROBLEM WITH NORWEGIAN PLANS SO LONG AS THEY REMAINED 
NON-DISCRIMINATORY AND DID NOT IMPINGE UPON OUR RIGHTS 
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AS A SPITZBERGEN TREATY SIGNATORY. 

3. SECOND PHASE OF FUNSETH'S BRIEFING DEALT WITH US 
VIEWS CONVEYED BY DEPUTY ASSISTANT SECRETARY VINE TO 
EVENSEN ON THE RANGE OF NORTHERN ISSUES (SEE PARA 14 
REF A) INCLUDING OUR ASSESSMENT OF SOVIET POLICY OB- 
JECTIVES. US SVALBARD POLICY HAD NOT CHANGED SINCE WE 
BRIEFED ALLIES FOLLOWING OUR OCTOBER BILATERAL CONSULTA- 
TIONS IN OSLO. WE SEE LITTLE CHANCE OF ALLIED AGREEMENT 

IF EACH NATION ASSERTED LEGAL CLAIMS. RATHER, WE 
ADVOCATE PRAGMATIC APPROACH TO RESOURCE QUESTIONS BACKED 
UP BY MAXIMUM SUPPORT OF NORWAY. OUR ASSESSMENT IS 
THAT SOVIET UNION HAS BEEN EXHIBITING SYSTEMATIC 
HARD-LINE POLICIES IN THE NORTH MOTIVATED BY THEIR 
PARAMOUNT STRATEGIC, POLITICAL AND MILITARY CONSIDERA- 
TIONS. WE ARE SERIOUSLY CONCERNED AT SOVIET EFFORTS 
TO PUSH THEIR CONDOMINIUM OR PACKAGE DEAL APPROACH WITH 
THE NORWEGIANS. WE ALSO NOTED THAT THE GRAY ZONE AGREE- 
MENT EXTENDED SOVIET JURISDICTION AND THE DISPUTED 
ZONE WESTWARD OF THE SECTOR LINE AND THAT WE COUNSELED 
NORWAY TO BE PATIENT, CAUTIOUS AND TO ADOPT FIRM 
ENFORCEMENT POLICIES IN THE NORTH. US WOULD REFRAIN 
FROM MAKING ANY PUBLIC STATEMENTS ON THESE MATTERS. 

4. EVENSEN SAID GON BELIEVED ITS BEST POLICY WAS TO 
KEEP TALKING WITH THE RUSSIANS IN HOPE OF GAINING 
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CONCESSIONS AND REDUCING THE RISK OF ANY ARMED 
INCIDENTS. 

5. BRITISH PARTICIPANT (SOUTAR) STATED THAT BRITISH 
AMBASSADOR IN OSLO HAD REQUESTED INSTRUCTIONS TO CALL 
ON FOREIGN MINISTER FOR PURPOSE OF STIFFENING NORWEGIAN 
RESOLVE ON EVE OF MOSCOW TALKS. FCO POINTED OUT THAT 
BRITISH VIEWS WERE COMMUNICATED DURING EVENSEN VISIT 
TO LONDON AND DID NOT AUTHORIZE THEIR AMBASSADOR TO 
SEEK INTERVIEW SOLELY FOR THIS PURPOSE. SOUTAR 
VOLUNTEERED BRITISH GOVERNMENT HAS NO PROBLEM WITH 
NORWEGIAN PLANS FOR FISHERY PROTECTION ZONE AROUND 
SVALBARD PROVIDED THAT ARRANGEMENTS WERE NON-DISCRIMINA- 
TORY AND THAT NORWEGIAN GOVERNMENT RECOGNIZED ITS 
RESPONSIBILITY TO ADHERE TO NON-DISCRIMINATORY APPROACH.
